Only two nurses were with 
Shaw at his death.

E. Loewenstein, the playwright’s 
biographer, told reporters Shaw 
died peacefully without regain- 
ing consciousness. 

The author of 55 plays, five 
novels and countless essays—the 
best of which were turned out 
after he was 40—Shaw was ‘cred- 
ited by many critics with reviving 
British drama after its golden age 
of Goldsmith and Sheridan. No 
stickler as to modesty, Shaw con- 
sidered himself the successor to 
Shakespeare and even an im- 
provement on the Bard of Avon.

AT U.N. SESSION 


NEW YORK, Nov. 2 (UP) — A 
bodyguard was assigned today to 
Ambassador Warren R. Austin, 
chief of the United States dele- 
gation at the United Nations, and 
U.N. security police redoubled 
precautions as a result of yester- 
day’s assassination attempt on 
President Truman. 

' Although Austin’s intimates de- 
nied that threats against his life 
had been received, United States 
security officials asked him to 
accept an agent to travel with 
him.

Few have 
been reversed when appealed to 
the State Supreme Court. He is 
66 years old and lives at 6218 
Southwood avenue, St. Louis.

Thomas C. Hennings Jr., back 
in St. Louis to wind up his ‘cam- 
paign for election to the United 
States Senaté, charged last night 
that the foreign policy votes of 
his Republican opponent, Senator 
Forrest C. Donnell, represents “a 
type of thinking that endangers 
the security and freedom of the 
United States.”

campaign, at a Twenty-first Ward 
Democratic rally at 4401 Fair 
avenue, Hennings declared the 
important issue before the voters 
is the policy to be followed in 
halting Communism and securing 
world peace. 

Donnell’s stand on this issue, 
the Democratic candidate charged, 
would, at best, “isolate America 
in a Communist world, with the 
possible alternative of having 
‘American soldiers carry on the 
fight against international gang- 
sters almost alone.” 

Pledges World Aid Stand. 


Hennings pledged that, if 
elected, he would vote for and aid 
all measures to strengthen Amer- 
ican resistance to Communism, 
and to build up and obtain allies 
for the United States in the fight 
for world peace. 

Citing his opponent’s record in 
the Senate, Hennings charged 
that in 1949 Donnell twice voted 
to reduce aid for the reconstruc- 
tion of free nations in Europe. 
The same year, he said, Donnell 
bitterly opposed ratification of 
the Atlantic pact, and is still 
against it. 

This year, he continued, Don- 

nell voted against the President’s 
Point Four program designed to 
aid backward areas in'the world 
not under Communist domination, 
and opposed extension of the 
Economic Co-operation Adminis- 
tration into 1951. 
| Missouri voters, Hennings as- 
‘serted are entitled to know why 
Donnell voted five times “to dis- 
courage allies standing side by 
‘side with us to stop this menace 
‘before it engulfs the world.” If 
‘his motive was economy, Mis- 
‘souri’s senior Senator was being 
‘“penny wise,” he said. 
' In answer to Donnell’s ecrit- 
‘cism of the Administration's def- 
icit-spending, Hennings declared 
that while the American people 
do riot like a deficit, they are 
willing to pay high taxes to aid 
allies so the United States will 
not be forced to try to stop ag- 
gression alone, which would be 
more costly in American lives and 
dollars. 

“TI feel that it is better to oper- 
ate at such a deficit today, and 
stop Communist imperialism, than 
it is to turn over to the dicta- 
tors of the Kremlin a set of bal- 
anced books. 

*“Whether we like it or not, we 
in the United States no longer 
can fee] any sense of security be- 
cause of two oceans and friendly 
neighbors on each border. If we 
return to isolationism, we will see 
Red Communism sweep over all 
the areas and nations one by one 
until we are alone in a Commu- 
nist world, and the next intended 
victim of the Kremlin. 

“I believe that Red Commu- 
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must - be I believe 
that -by stopping it it in West Ber- 
in Korea, or wherever the} Senator 
rulers of the Kremlin choose to 
strike, we will-avoid the neces- 
re of stopping it on American 
soil one, two or five years from 
now.”

expressed the opinion that Franc 
will never drop its opposition to} Y 1953 to 20 divisions. 


the inclusion of German military 
units as large as divisions in west- 
ern Europe’s defettse force. 


Moch said that France will pro- 
vide one half of the ground units 
which the Atlantic pact powers 
plan to station on Europe’s west- 
ern front. He said that additional 
defense forces also are planned-on 
Europe’s northern and southern 
fronts. He gave no hint at the 
possible size of these forces. 

Moch expressed hope that the 
12 Atlantic pact nations will be 
able to find a solution to the 
German rearmament problem, de- 
spite the deadlock between Unit- 
ed States and French plans on 
that subject. Secretary of State 
Dean Acheson predicted at an 
earlier conference that some way 
soon will be found to settle the 
issue. 

The French Government wants 
to limit German military units to 
the smallest possible size. Moch 
personally favors the battalion, in- 
cluding from 800 to 1200 men. 
France wants such units incorpo- 
rated in a European army, under 
a defense minister responsible to 
a European assembly. 

The United States contends 
that divisions, up to around 20,- 
000 men each, would be the small- 
est practical German units. 

Moch said France can make 
concessions as to ways and means 
of applying its plan. However, he

Sentry Boxes on Sides. 

Sentry boxes flank both sides 
of the two official residences. 
Day and night, at least one uni- 
formed White House policeman 
(the uniformed branch is also a 
part of the Secret Service) is on 
'duty in each of these boxes. There 
also are guards in the rear, on the 
side, and inside the Blair House. 
Secret Service agents in plain 
clothes are in, out and about, 
particularly when the President 
‘actually is inside, Blair House. 

But yesterday’s events demon- 
strate. conclusively that Blair 
House, from the personal security 
standpoint of the Secret Service, 
is not nearly so safe as the White 
House. 

One of yesterday’s assassins 
was dropped on the sidewalk at 
the very center of the bottom 
step of the front entrance to 
Blair House. This was not due to 
any lack of courage or marksman- 
ship on the part of the guards. 

There simply isn’t enough space 
physically to stop a determined 
assassin short of that spot, if he 
comes in shooting. Of course, if 
the courageous and sharp-shoot- 
ing exterior guards didn’t drop 
him, the President’s personal 
bodyguard of plain clothes men 
would have stopped him with bul- 
lets. or otherwise before he could 
climb the stairs and _ actually 
reach the President. 

Didn’t Have a Chance. 

The way they tried it, Truman’s 
would-be assassins didn’t pave a 
chance. 

“Nobody in his right mind 
would try to carry out an assas- 
sination like that,” said Carl Dick- 
son, assistant chief of the Secret 
Service. 

The two gunmen were outnum- 
bered five to one by White House 
policemen assigned to the tempo- 
rary executive mansion, but that 
was nothing to the trouble they 
would have met inside. 

When the first shots were fired, 
a Secret Service man. inside 
flipped open a black case and 
snatched out a’ machine gun, but 
he didn’t have to use it:

NITED STATES SENATOR 

FORREST C. DONNELL, Re- 

publican candidate for re- 
election after serving a six-year 
term, won the nomination easily 
in the absence of strong opposi- 
tion in the primary, in which his 
record was not made an issue. 
His opponent in the election, Nov. 
7, will be Thomas C. He 
Jr. of St. Louis, the Democratic 
nominee. 

In this election campaign, Don- 
nell’s record on foreign affairs, 
which is so confused as to be 
difficult to explain, and on meas- 
ures advocated. by leaders of or- 
ganized labor, is coming under 
close scrutiny by the opposition, 
which is making it the outstand- 
ing feature of the campaign to! . 
defeat him. | 

On foreign affairs, Donnell in 
the main has followed the lead 
of Senator Robert A. Taft of 
Ohio, although he has differed 
with Taft at times on details. 
On labor legislation, particular- 
ly in defense of the Taft-Hart- 
ley Act, he almost invariably 
has stood with the Ohio Sena- 
tor, leading to vigorous opposi- 
tion by laboz leaders to his re- 
election.

Known in the Senate as a care- 
ful student and as a Senator who 
seldom misses a roll call, Donnell 
frequently irritates his fellow 
Senators by legalistic hair-

times, they wonder whether he 
does not lose sight of the real 
issue in his search for the un- 
dotted “i” and the uncrossed “t.” 


He has an influential position 
in the Senate organization, being 
a member of the powerful Ju- 
diciary Committee and of the wa- 
bor Committee. 


His senatorial record is nega- 
tive so far as initiating important 
legislation is concerned, no major 
law enacted in the six years bear-/} 
ing his name. He has been a 
prolific amendment-writer, his ac- 
tivities in this line having been 
variously directed toward clarifi- 
cation, obstruction and criticism. 


Insists on Specification. 

His insistence on writing spe- 
cific detailed provisions -into for- 
eign affairs legislation has been 
embarrassing to Senate leaders, 


ing national emergeiicies, and au- 
thorizing issuance of injunctions, 
and_also against .an amendment 
to require separate authorizations 
by Congress in each instance be- 
fore plants could be seized or 
injunctions issued. 

All of these amendments were 
defeated, and Donnell then joined 
with Taft in an amendment which 
reinstated the major provisions of 
the Taft-Hartley Act for most of 
the pending bill. This amend- 
ment was adopted and the Senate 
passed the bill, 
for it. 

Donnell also voted for the Case 
anti-strike bill, which was similar 
to Taft-Hartley, in 1946. In the 
present Congress he introduced 
a bill to prohibit strikes by rail- 
road employes, but the bill. has 
made no progress in the Senate. 

Donnell’s voting record on do- 
mestic legislation, other than la- 
ed may be summarized as fol-

who hold that such bills often 
must necessarily be worded in 
generalities. 

Six years in Washington with a 
full day’s work virtually every 
day apparently has had little 
wearing effect on him. Now 66 
years old, his clarion voice can 
be heard as far as it was six years 
ago. His speaking manner is as 
earnest and vigorous, his step as 
brisk, and the sheer weight of his 
bulging brief case and the statute 
books and documents which he 
‘carries between the Senate cham- 
ber and his office seems as great 
as ever. 

At various ‘inaian Donnell has 
supported and opposed the For- 
eign Economic Assistance Act 
(ECA), He voted against Point 
IV of the President's foreign aid 
program, which proposed an ex- 
penditure of $45,000,000 for tech- 
nical. assistance in under-devel- 
oped areas outside the Iron Cur- 
tain. But he supported the 
Foreign. Military Assistance bill 
to arm other nations at a cost of 
$1,314,010,000. He voted against 
the + North Atlantic Security 
Treaty (the North Atlantic Pact). 


ECA Extension, 


When ECA was before the Sen- 
ate in 1949 for second year exten- 
sion at a cost of $5,580,000,000, 
Donnell gave it his full support, 
and in opposing. amendments 
which would have curtailed the 
program, he took sharp issue with 
the leaders of his own party. 

He voted against the Wherry 
amendment to cut the authorized 
expenditure by 15 per cent and 
against the Taft amendment to 
cut it 10 per cent. He voted 
against the Ellender amendment 
to require that 25 per cent (in- 
stead of 5 per cent) of the .unds 
allocated to each country be used 
for the purchase of supplies :n 
the United States; against the 
Jenner amendment to prohibit 
the off-shore purchase of any 

ricultural commodity at less 
than the parity price in the 
United States; against the Kem 
amendment to bar use of alio- 
cated funds. to nationalize any in- 
dustry, and against several others 
He voted for several amendments, 
which, while not considered seri- 
ous, were opposed and defeated 
by Administration supporters. 
Finally he voted for the 1949 bill 
which was passed by a vote of 70 
to 7 


Senate in May 1950, for a third 


Donnell led the opposition to 
the North Atlantic Pact. He 
supported and voted for reser- 
vations to the treaty which 
would have destroyed its effec- 
tiveness. He termed it “the 
wildest type of vagary,” and 
said that if ratified “we will 
be making the mistake of our 
lives.” 


He supported the Wherry-Taft 
reservation amendment to the 
treaty to provide that there should 
be no obligation by the United 
States or any country to furnish 
arms, including the atumic bomb, 
to another country; a Watkins 
reservation to require specific 
authorization by Congress before 
armed assistance could be given 
another nation, and ahother Wat- 
kins reservation to the effect, 
that Congress was not obligated 
to declare war or to authorize 
military assistance in the event 
of attack on any nation which 
was a party to the treaty. All 
the reservation amendments were 
defeated, and Donnell voted 
against the treaty,-which was ap- 
proved by a vote of 82 to 13. 


Donnell voted for the United 
Nations Charter treaty; for the 
Bretton Woods bill, under which 
the United States became the 
first nation to accept membership 
in the International Bank of Re- 
eonstruction and Development, 
and for the Administration-spon- 
sored Trade Agreements Exten- 
tion Act of 1945. 

The Senator has the deter- 
mined opposition of leaders of 
organized labor because of his 
record on labor legislation gen- 
erally, the labor leaders insist- 
ing that from their standpoint 
his record is wholly bad. Their. 
main objection is to his sup- 


port of the Taft-Hartley Act, - 


and the part he played with 
Taft in blocking the passage of 
a modified Wagner Act to re- 
place Taft-Hartley. 


When the issue was before the 
Senate in June 1949, Donnell 
voted against amendments which | 
were designed to eliminate au- 
thorization for Government seéi- 
zure of plants in strikes involv- 


Public power as exemplified in 
the ccntroversial issue of giving 
the Tennessee Valley Authority 
funds to start a new steam gen- 
erating. plant; federal control of 
the tidelands as expressed in 


the right to filibuster; legislation | 
to exempt railroads from prosecu- 
tion under the anti-trust laws 
when making certain agreements 
with Interstate Commerce Com- 
mission sanction; $300,000,000 a 
year federal aid to education; lo- 
cal state option on rent control 
removals; public housing and 
slum clearance legislation. Don- 
nell confirmed his stand on the 
latter two issues by voting against 
the non-segregation amendments 
which probably would have killed 
federal aid to education and pub- 
lic housing measures. 


Not recorded on passage of 
Communist and subversives :con- 
trol bill, but voted to override the 
President’s veto.

Some 5,900,000 votes were 
cast in the Dominion general 
election of June 1949. The 
estimated number of persons 21 
years of age or older in Can- 
ada at the time was a little 
more than 8,000,000. Based on 
population, about 74 per cent of 
Canadians who were old enough 
to vote did so. 


The Census Bureau says that 
in the United States at the time 
of the 1948 presidential election 
there were an estimated 93,704,- 
000 persons of voting age, in 
cluding persons whe could. not 
vote, such as persons in penal 
and mental institutions. About 
48°5833,000 ballots were cast. 
That means that 52 per cent of 
those 21 and over voted. 


Canadians appear to be a great 
deal more conscientious in regis- 
tering, but here again figures are 
deceptive. There were 7,893,000 
Canadians registered for the 1949 
election; nearly 75 per cent of the 
registrants voted. In 1948 there 
were 67,277,000 Americans regis- 
tered. More than 72 per cent of 
those registered voted. 


Not Exactly Comparable. 


Canadian and American regis- 
tration figures are not exactly 
comparable. Many states set. up 
certain voting requirements. Some 
states do not require registrations 
and most states provide that the 
voter must take the initiative and 
register himself.

ticulate; but the Shavian genius -for expression 
and communication is at least one of ‘the .ele- 
ments of the man which is thot.likely to be 
eroded by time.. Moreover, it is a chief constitu- 
-ent of the Shaw plays ‘and one that has helped 
“to keep them alive and provocative for audiences 
that no longer regard his ideas as novel. Bril- 
liant dialogue, of course, is not the whole of 
Shaw’s dramatic art. His sense of the theater— 
his ability to set up an arresting situation, to 
create suspense and to manage the well-timed 
explosion at the climax—is unfailing. In other 
words, his plays act well and they are memo- 
rably written. 

For this reason many critics who were bored 
or annoyed by Shaw's message, who resented, 
in fact, his use of the theater as a pulpit, did not 
hesitate to certify his genius as a playwright. 
For them the artist was supreme and the 
philosopher negligible. Perhaps that will be 
the ultimate. verdict. Certainly his’ body of ideas 
is so weighted down with inconsistencies, para- 
doxes, contradictions and second and third modi- 
fications of originally stated positions that it is 


impossible—at this time—to reduce them to a . 


set of guiding principles. 

Shaw called: himself‘ a Socialist but he ad- 
mired the rambunctious Mussolini who under- 
took to liquidate Socialism in Italy with club 
and castor oil; he was a spokesman of freedom 
and a defender of Joseph Stalin; he fought for 
the common man but plainly considered men in 
the mass too stupid to manage their own affairs. 
He scoffed at equality but proposed that every- 
body’s income should be the same. There was 
nothing inconsistent, of course, in his diatribes 
against vaccination and vivisection. They were 
simply the dogma of the heterodox. And his 
advoeacy of creative evolution—a doctrine 
which holds that man can change his organic 
nature by purposive thought—is consistent, too, 
though less scientific than mystical. | 

But even though Shaw formulated no genuine 
philosophical system, his dramatic works were 
essentially plays.of thought and his assumptions 
had a genuine social and psychological validity 
for their day and time. “Mrs. Warren's Pro- 
fession” and ‘‘Widowers’ Houses” drove home 
to the public a realization of the community's 
responsibilities for slums and _ prostitution. 
“Arms and the Man” effectively deflated the ro- 
mantic attitude toward war. “Man and Super- 
man” emphasized the aggressive (‘creative’) 
role of the female of the species in the mating 
process. 

Shaw’s special virtue was his amazing plausi- 
bility in defending any position. If this was 
confusing at times, it was uncommonly stimu- 
lating; certainly one of the main effects of 


his brilliant exercises in eaten was to pro-, 


voke a response in. kind. 

In_his long, long life Shaw sebuaht a new 
luster to the art*of disputation and made a per- 
manent addition to dramatic literature. 1f these 


are the sum of his achievement they are quite 


enough to confer immortality.

That Puerto Rico has its problems nobody 
doubts. If those problems could be solved by

independence -as a solution. 


For American policy, the big problem is not 
independence but how we can fulfill our. obli- 


gations to a depressed and poverty-stricken ~ 


people. Much has been done to meet those 
obligations in recent years, and more will have 
to be done. 

Pedro Albizu Campos’ Nationalist party ap- 
parently represents but a small fraction of the 
island papulation. When it participated ip elec- 
tions, it mustered only 5000 votes. Its terrorist 
tactics must, of course, be firmly suppressed. 
These were evidently designed as a protest 
against the island’s new Constitution, +o be 
voted on Nov. 4, and they will. prcbably have 
the effect of cementing public opinion in favor 
of it.

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Lifting the Ban on Franco 

The rather mild standing rebuke to Spain's 
Franco Government is being wiped out by the 
United Nations. The final vote is yet to be cast 
in the General Assembly, but it was clearly 
forecast by the 35-to-10 decision of the 60- 
member Political Committee to lift the 1946 
partial boycott. 

That only 35 favorable votes were mustered 
would seem to indicate that in a good many 
quarters Franco is deemed to be as anti- 
democratic as ever. His co-operation with Hitler 
and Mussolini and his destruction of the Span- 
ish republic have not been quite forgotten. é 


The real issue now, however, is to what ex- 
tent Franco will be able to capitalize on this 
exculpation of sorts. A New York Times cable 
from Madrid suggests that President Truman's 
blocking of a congressionally-approved loan has 
convinced the dictator that he cannot expect 
substantial aid for some time to come. But will 
his friends in Congress not make a new effort 
to help him? 

There have been some plain hints that the 
State Department hopes no such attempt will 
be made since it might embarrass the tighten- 
ing of defense agreements with other European 
nations. The French especially not only look 
‘askance at Franco, but they are disturbed by 
talk that American military men might try to 
defend Europe only along the line of the 
Pyrenees. The delicacy of these questions should 
not be ignored in Washington for reasons of 
short-range political expediency. 

As to Franco’s eventual application for full- 
scale admission to the U.N., this already faces 
the threat of a Russian veto; and it is hard to 
see what any nation could gain by raising the 
question prematurely.

FLOWERS IN THE GRASS by Monica Dickens. (Me-

From Shakeupbare down, English writ- 
ers are forever praising their countryside.

Wilford Sykes, presi- 
dent of the Inland Steel Co. and 
industry spokesman was esti- 
mating in October 1947 that peak

80,000,000 tons. 

It was about this time that 
Walter Reuther, head of the CIO 
United Auto Workers, charged 
that the steel industry was “plan- 
ning a depression.” He said that 
if the industry’s figures were 
projected’ into 1952 there would 
be 14,000,000 unemployed.

IN AUGUST 1949 the discus- 
sion was resumed before the 
Federal Steel Industry Board, 
meeting in New York City. Rus- 
sell L. Peters, treasurer of In- 
land Steel, presented a case based 
on the theories employed by 
Sykes.

$80,000,000 Treasure, Lent 
by Austria, to Be Shown 
Feb. 25-April 15. 


The celebrated Vienna art 
treasures, lent by the Austrian 
Government and valued at $80,- 
000,000, will go on public exhibi- 
tion at the City Art Museum Feb. 
25, it was announced today. 


This announcement climaxes al- 
most a year of effort by Museum 
Director Perry T. Rathbone to 
persuade the Austrian Govern- 
ment to permit the objects to re- 
main in this country long enough 
to be shown here. 


Rathbone’s efforts, aided by the 
tour attendance record. estab- 
lished here by the Berlin master- 
pieces, have included talks with 
Austrian diplomats in Washington 
and extensive correspondence. 


Reasons for Decision. 

Factors in the decision, Rath- 
bone said, have been St. Louis’s 
geographical location and in- 
quiries from numerous museums 
and universities throughout the 
region the museum serves, includ- 
ing the entire Southwest. The St. 
Louis museum is one of 21 in the 
United States and Canada that 
have been trying to obtain a 
booking of the display. 

“The museum is proud,” Rath- 
bone said, “to present this in- 
comparable collection to the most 
numerous and most enthusiastic 
art ‘audience in America.” 

The $80,000,000 valuation is the 
one placed on the collection by 
the Austrian Government. Rath- 
bone indicated, however, that— 
insofar as monetary valuation of 
art objects means anything—a 
more nearly accurate figure 
would be $100,000,000. 

Famous Works Included. 

Included are such world-famous 
works -as Vermeer’s “Artist in his 
Studio,” for which the late. An- 
drew Mellon once bid $1,000,000, 
and Benvenuto Cellini’s gold salt 
cellar, high point“ of the im- 
portant section comprising works 
of art in precious and semi- 
precious materials.

A 35-day hunting season for 
Missouri and Illinois waterfowl 
enthusiasts will begin at noon 
tomorrow, with shooting permit- 
ted thereafter for a period be- 
tween one-half hour before sun- 
rise to one hour before sunset. 
Perhaps offsetting a late spring 
and small return of breeding 
stock, resulting in a lowered duck 
population, was the advice of the 
United States Weather Bureau 
here that unseasonable warm 
weather had ended all the way 
up to the Canadian provinces, the 
happy home the fine-feathered 
friends leave only when it gets 


too cold. 
Backlog of Birds. 


tures might not make an appre- 
ciable difference at the outset of 
the duck-hunting season, but the 
warm weather in Canada tended 
to build a backlog of birds, in the 
opinion of Vernon Bennett, chief 
of the field division of the Mis- 
souri Conservation Commissin. 
“The hot weather that extended 
to Canada has been broken 
down,” said a Weather Bureau 
spokesman, forecasting a drop be- 
low freezing in the Winnepeg and 
Prince Albert areas, though not 
severe cold. Cooler weather here 
—normal for this time of the 
year—is not likely to be accom- 
panied by rain the opening week- 
end of the duck season. Winds, 
possibly up to 30 miles an hour, 
are expected from the north and 
northwest. 

A year ago a severe cold wave, 
causing a general freeze-up in the 
Canadian provinces in mid-Octo- 
ber,: brought ducks down in heavy 
concentrated flights that brought 
spectacular — but short — results. 
During the 1949 season, accord- 
ing to figures released, the Mis- |— 
sissippi Flyway had 43 per. cent 
of the hunters, 46 per cent of the 
kill and only 20 per cent of the 


birds. 
Reduction in Season. 

The heavy gun pressure of the 
Mississippi Flyway: brought a

Luman F. Matthews, now in his 
seventh year as presiding judge 
of the County Court of St. 
Louis county, was one of the two 
incumbent county officers who 
campaigned actively for passage 
of the new county charter, which 
established the office of county 
supervisor. 

Matthews was appointed presid- 
ing judge of the County Court by 
former Gov. Forrest C. Donnell 
in 1943 to fill a vacancy caused 
by the death of Henry L. Mueller. 
The following year he was elected 
to serve out the remaining two 
years of Mueller’s term and then 
was re-elected in 1946 for a full 
four-year term. 

Prior to 1943, he worked as a 
deputy clerk in the circuit clerk’s 
office in the county for a time 
and operated an automobile and 
electrical sales agency in Over- 
land. He served as a justice of 
the peace in 1914. 

Immediately on ratification of 
the new county charter by the 
voters last March, Matthews an- 
nounced his candidacy for the Re- 
publican nomination for the office 
of supervisor. The new county 
courthouse at Clayton was con- 
structed under supervision of the 
county court during his term as 
presiding judge. 

An 1l-point program proposed 
by Matthews for betterment of the 
county, if he is elected, included: 
Maintenance of a spirit of co-op- 
eration between the municipalities 
and the county government; es- 
tablishment of a sound highway 
system; establishment of a “cash 
basis” accounting system coupled 
with tax reductions “where such 
reductions are consistent with 
service demands”; mainténance 
and extension of health facilities; 
appeintment of qualified person- 
nel to make a study of sanitation 
needs in the county; “forceful 
recommendation” to the county 
council for establishment of a 

merit system for county employes 
in accordance with charter provi- 
sions, and law enforcement. 

Matthews, 62 years old, is mar- 


ried, has two children and lives | 


at 8931 Lackland road, Overland. 
Democrat 

Paul E. FitzSimmons served as 
dean of the St. Louis University 
School of Law from 1946. until 
he resigned last June to seek 
election as County Supervisor. 

A native St. Louisan, he is a 
son of the late John T. Fitz- 
Simmons, a former circuit judge 
and Missouri Supreme Court 
commissioner, who was elected a 
Missouri Supreme Court Judge in 
November 1934, but died before 
taking office. 

The 33-year-old candidate is a 
lawyer.

“A degree doesn’t necessarily mean that a man is a good 
teacher, yet our colleges are worshiping at this shrine of the 
doctor’s degree, and overlooking real talent in the classroom. 
Don’t you think so?”

A DOCTOR OF eamocuny , ae or Ph.D., simply 
means that a man or woman has spent three years in advanced 
study, following graduation from college, has written an 
acceptable thesis, passed an oral examination, and is able to 


read scientific French and German. 


Like a union card, it is nowadays simply a necessary 
requisite for a job, but neither a union card nor a Ph.D. 
indicates whether its possessor is a good and efficient prac- 
titioner of his trade. Nevertheless, our college presidents and 
deans are now so enamoured of the sound of the word “doctor” 
that they often glibly ignore a man’s real teaching ability in 
a classroom, and kowtow to the Ph.D., just as Hartley has so 
well attested. 


Hundreds of punk professors are cluttering up classrooms — 


today just because they have a Ph.D., despite the fact that they 
exe rank “brain trusters” with scarcely any practical experi- 


grinned. It was the grin of a 
man who can take his medals or 
leave them. “They're beautiful,” 
he‘ said, “but what is it after all 
but vanity. Just vanity.” 

He opened a little box which 
was filled with ribbon rosettes .of 
every color of the rainbow, a 
rosette for each medal, to be 
worn in the buttonhole. At the 
moment he was wearing the rib- 
bon of the French Legion of Hop- 
or. 

“T remember one time when I 
was invited to a formal dinner 
by an Admiral,” he chuckled as 
he put the medals away in their 
leather case. “The Admiral said 
to me, “Wear your decorations— 
if you have any.’- The last part 
of his remark nettled me. So 
when I appeared I was wearing 
all 37 medals. I was the most 
decorated man there. The Ad- 
miral’s jaw dropped to his boots.” 

Dr. Geiger, who is in St. Louis 
attending the American Public 
Health Association convention, is 
probably the most frequently dec- 
orated living Californian. It goes 
without saying that he doubtless 
is the most decorated at the con- 
vention. He got most of his med- 
als from foreign governments as 
a “thank you” for butting into 
their internal affairs with an oc- 
casional suggestion for public 
health improvement. 

In San Francisco, it is said, 
everyone knows “Doc” Geiger. 
Tall, bald-headed, distinguished, 
and with a face like a genial Ro- 
man senator, he has established 
a reputation in that city and else- 
where as a man who not only 
has the public’s health at heart, 
but who considers the health of 
everyone his private, very per- 
sonal responsibilty. 

No one is surprised to see him 
turn up at a big fire and rush 
into a burning building to treat 
an injured fireman. He is just 
as likely to be found at the bed- 
side of a child who has just swal- 
lowed a pin, or helping the in- 
jured at the scene of an accident. 

And he also is quite likely to 
be found at the opening of a new 
night club, because “Doc” Geiger 
is a bon vivant of the old school 
and something of a man of the 
world. He was born in Alabama 
and his father and grandfather 
were physicians. He played foot- 
ball at Tulane University, then 


‘went to work as a globe-trotting 


trouble chaser for the United 
States Public Health Service. 
For a few years he was assis- 
tant commissioner of health in 
Chicago, but decided he didn’t 
care for the polities involved so 
he took a leave of absence and 
forgot to return. He was doing 
research on plague at the Uni- 
versity of California when a com- 
mittee of doctors recommended 


him for his present job. 

He plunged into his job at San 
Francisco with such vigor that 
in no time at all people were 
aware of his existence. Today 
recalcitrant children run to wash 
their hands for dinner when par- 
ents threaten to tell “Doc” Gei- 
ger. 

His fellow townsmen recently 
demonstrated their faith in the 
doctor when almost 70,000 per- 
sons responded to his plea to turn 
out to be vaccinated against 
smallpox. A few cases of small- 
pox had been brought in on ships 
from the Pacific. 

“You can’t fool around with 
that sort of thing,” he pointed 
out. “You've got to take imme- 
diate bold action, or suffer the 
consequences,” 

“Doc” Geiger was the man to 
take bold action. Through news- 
papers and radio, schools and 
churches, luncheon clubs and din- 
ner meetings, personal notes and 
telephone calls, and even button- 
holing people on the streets, San 
Franciscans were warned of the 
peril. Hospitals were amazed at 
the lines of people who started 
turning up to be vaccinated. It 
was one of the greatest mass 
innoculations in history. 

“Doc” Geiger is not one to 
brook political interference where 
health is concerned, and for two 
decades he has battled his City 
Hall superiors. “Money, bah!” 
he blurts at budget time. “You 
ask me to save money? That’s 
not my job. I’m supposed to save 
lives. How much money do you 
think you'd collect in taxes if 
we didn’t have a lot of healthy 
people around?”

HE imperious (when he needs 
T to be) “Doc” Geiger has never 

recognized the mayor and the 
board of supervisors as his bosses. 
He feels he is employed by the 
people of San Francisco and is 
responsible only to them. He 
never forgets that responsibility 
either. 

“I earn my pay once in a 
while,” he chuckles, “but I have 
a hard time convincing those 
bookkeepers at City Hall.” — 

During the 1934 general strike 
in San Francisco, he heard there 
was a riot on the waterfront. He 
rushed there to see if anyone 
needed medical treatment and 
arrived just in time to get a stiff 
shot of tear gas. He was carried 
to one of the emergency hospi- 
tals. When he came to he shout- 
ed for a stenographer and started 
dictating a memorandum instruct- 
ing citizens what to.do in the 
event they should ever be tear 


gassed. 

Early in his regime, he was 
outraged when the victim of an 
auto accident was allowed to lay, 
unattended, for an hour after the 
crash. He set up a system of 
emergency hospitals at strategic 
locations. Each has one or more 
ambulances, ready to charge out 
at a moment’s notice. It is one

of his proudest boasts that his 
internes and hospital stewards 
can arrive at any address in San 
Francisco, prepared to save life, 
within two to five minutes after 
notification. He frequently rides 
the ambulances himself, to make 
sure the boast is valid. 

He tunes in on the police radio 
at home, in his oak paneled office 
and in his car. H@ dashes to the 
scene when a shooting or ‘major 
accident ‘occurs. Police and fire 
dispatchers have instructions to 
call him at any hour of the day 
or night. He once arrived at a 
gun fight between the police and 
some trapped gunmen and curtly 
ordered the bandits to surrender 
so he could treat their wounds. 
They did. 

“Doc” Geiger doesn’t hesitate 
to stick his well-developed nose 
into any phase of the city’s life 
where a health problem exists, 
regardless of the squawks of poli- 
ticians or vested interests. He 
casts a critical eye on the silver- 
ware and dishes in the kitcfien 
of the best. and poorest restau- 
rants. He prowls through dark 
alleys of the slums, and he staps 
at playgrounds to advise children 
on the best way to brush their 
teeth. , 

_ When his records showed an 
exceptionally high incidence -of 
disease in a sub-standard housing 
area he went out and condemned 
row row of slum dwellings 
as unfit for human habitation. He 
was unimpressed by the fact that 
some of the buildings were owned 
by “leading citizens” and some 
were mortgaged to major banks. 

Garbage collectors are careful 
not to spill refuse when they 
make their collections. They 
know that any housewife’s phone 
call will bring an irate Dr. Gei- 
ger on the run and they'll have 
have a lot of explaining to do. 
Some years ago he discovered a 
group of fishermen fattening

HE doctor sat the politicians 

and fishermen both down and 

lectured them on the misery of 
amoebic dysentery. He asked 
them if they wanted to start an 
epidemic that would no doubt 
visit their own wives and chil- 
dren, to say nothing of them- 
selves. The practice stopped. In 
fact, some of the fishermen re- 
ported they couldn’t eat crab for 
weeks after hearing the doctor. 

Dr. Geiger has cut the city’s 
tuberculosis rate in half by blow- 
ing the whistle on dairymen who 
were supplying milk from in- 
fected cows. 

Having visited Hiroshima and 
Nagasaki, he is currently engaged 
in trying to formulate an atomic 
defense program for San Fran- 
cisco. He wrote a 45-page report 
for the mayor on the subject 
which blew the lid off the politi- 
cal apathy which seems to sur- 
round many cities in their prep- 
aration for atomic defense. “Of 
course the big question,” he 
points out, “are the huge quanti- 
ties of supplies needed, and who 
is going to pay for them. The 
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problems involved are tremen- 
dous. Simply tremendous.” 
Dr. Geiger has made a study of 


the dangers of biological warfare, . 


and is inclined to brush them off. 
“If you have a good city health 
department, it is your best de- 


fense against biological warfare. 


It’s different, of course, in Eu- 
rope arid China, but with the 
kind of health departments we 
have in this country, any effort to 
spread bacteria would be discov- 
ered and eliminated almost imme- 
diately, just as we discover and 
end the epidemics which break 
out from time to time.” 

Now 64 years old, Dr. Geiger 
thinks he would like to become a 
sort of world crusader for better 
public health, and buzz around 
the world like he does about San 
Francisco. 

“But you’ve got to settle down 
sometime,” he sighs, “and after 
all, I’m getting pretty old. May- 
be I ought to retire and let the 
bookkeepers take over.”
